ARMY OF THE TENNESSEE.—The Army of the Ten- 
nessee had a most enthusiastic meeting this year at 
Indianapolis, the society growing in ardor as it lessens 
in numbers. Gen. Sherman presided, and in introduc- 
ing the proceedings gave a brief account of the objects 
of the society. ‘The Recording Secretary, Col. L. M. 
Dayton; the Corresponding Secretary, Gen. A. Hicken- 
locper, and tbe Treasurer, Gen. M. F. Force, then 
presented their reports. From the last it appears that 
the society has a permanent fund of $6,500 in U. b. 
bonds and $410.06 cash. 

Gen. Sherman announced that he had received a let- 
ter from Gen. Sheridan, deeply regretting his inability 
to come to the reunion of his old comrades. A few 
days ago a transom had fallen out of a door of his resi- 
dence and cut a deep and severe gash in his head. His 
physician opposed his coming on the ground that ex- 
posure wouid induce erysipelas. He had also received 
a letter from General Grant (at the mention of whose 
name there was a shout of enthusiastic cheering). He 
eaid that he had no -ioubt that the General would much 
rather be with them to-day, as he knew that he placed 


more value 7— the good will of his comrades in the 
Army of the Tennessee than upon the smiles and favor 
of sovereigns and emperors. (Renewed cheering.) 
Gen. Grant had (he said) informed him that he had 
= up his intention of a ey around the world, as 
t was too much travel and too little tosee. He will 
cut bis wanderings sbort and return in a few weeks. 
After visiting Gibraltar he will probably return through 
Spain to Paris, and thence to the United States. 

A letter was read from Gen. Maxwell Woodhull, 
urging the society to substitute historical papers for the 
poem and oration usually delivered before them. 

Gen. Sberman said that, following out the idea pre- 
sented in Max Woodhull’s letter, he had collected and 
prepared some information in regard to the exact cir- 
cumstances of the death of Gen. McPherson, as to 
which they al! felt an interest. There were many 
points touching the death of this gallant general which 
had not yet been satisfactorily cleared up, and it was 
the duty of each of them to add what information they 
could in regard to this matter. The General then read 
his paper, which was also circulated amongst the mem- 
bers, having been printed in pamphlet form, with a 
map of the battlefield of Atlanta annexed. At the close 
of the reading of Gen. Sherman’s pamphlet, a letter 
was read from Major J. R. McGinness, enclosing the 
deed to the piece of ground which has now been iden- 
tified as the spot where McPherson fell after receiving 
his death wound, and alter some desultory conversa- 
tion, in the course which Gen. Belknap offered to pre- 
sent a number of Confederate war recurds relating to 
the same subject, resolutions were passed accepting the 
deed and also the documents offered by Gen. Belknap. 
On motion Col. Vilas was appointed a committee of 
one to inquire what legal steps were necessary to secure 
the giound us the prc perty of the society. 

The constitution of the society was amended to admit 
officers of the Navy to honorary membership, 
and Admiral Porter was elected a member. A re- 
ception was held in the evening, at which Maj. Caven 
introduced the orator of the evening, Col. W. H. Vilas. 
After his oration brief addresses were made by Gov. 
Williams, Gen. W. W. Belknap, Gen. Ben. Harrison, 
and Gen. J. H. Wilson. Col. Poe and Gen. Gresham 
were called, but excused themselves. Gon. Gibson 
read an original poem.

Tue St. Louis Globe Democrat publishes a despatch 
dated Helena, Mont., Oct..20, as follows: ‘* Military 
and social circles have been excited to no ordinary 
degree by information that has just reached the city. 
Captain and Brevet Lieut.-Col. Henry W. Janes, A. 
Q. M. of the Regular Army, was assigned to this post 
about one year since, and has been on duty here ever 
since. About the 20ih of September he left here un- 
der orders to proceed to Cow Island, which is tue 
head of navigation on the Missouri River, after the 
1st of September. His duties there consisted in re- 
ceiving and forwurdiog certain quartermaster’s stores 
that had been delayed in transportation. It was not 
a pleasant assignment, but Colonel Janes had a high 
sense of duty, and obeyed withou: hesitation. He 
went to Cow island, and performed the work assigned 
to him. Then be went to Carroll, where, it appears, 
he had some collision with Lieut. Jerome, a son of 
Leonard Jerome, of New York, that resulted in 
charges and counter-charges. Next, Col. Janes visited 
the camp of the 3d Infantry on the Marias, and 
thence started for Furt shaw with an ambulance aud 
a single soldier for escort. The next we hear of him, 
Capt. Horace Page, of the 3d Infantry, who wiil be 
remembered at Ubicago as a member ot the Board of 
Trade Battery, met him wandering wildly and aim- 
lessly across the broad prairie. He was not lng in 
ascertaining the cause. Col. Janes was a puvur, raving 
maniac. Subsequently it was learned that he had 
sent off first his escort and then his driver, and had 
then chopped his ambulance into tooth-picks with an 
ax, and burned it with all his papers. It should be 
remarked here, however, that none of bis vouchers 
were among the papers destroyed, and that his ac- 
counts were in all respects in perfect shape. He was 
taken at once to Fort Shaw, where he receives every 
possible attention. Col. Janes, during his residence in 
this Territory, has impressed every one with whum he 
has had relations with a high sense of his iategrity, and 
conscientious regard for tbe interests of the Govern- 
ment.

CAPTURE OF CHEYENNE INDIANS. 


Under date of October 23, 1878, a correspundent who 
was present with Col. Carlton’s command gives us the 
very interesting account which follows of the final 
surrender and transfer to Camp Robinson of the 
Indians who escaped from Fort Reno, I. T., on the 
night of September 9: 

October 23, 1878 


After cutting loose from General Bradley's Little Missouri ex- 
ition, and making a fatiguing scout through the sand-hills of 
ebraska without finding the hostile Cheyennes, 
Carlton’s battalion of the 8d Cavalry returned to camp near 
Camp Robinson, October 15. 
The whereabouts of the Indians was stilla mystery. They 
had undoubtedly eluded Major Thornburgh’s men by scatterin; 
in the sand-hills two weeks before. since then, the country} 
along the Niobrara River had been well scouted both north ant 
south of that stream; but in vain. It was difficult to believe 
that even savages could long subsist in such a desert region ; and 
it was to be expected that they would before many days re- 
assemble and continue their march northward. But where 
would they rendezvous? Reports arrived from time to time of 
crossings at various points; but on examination noth! 
reliable could be ascertained. Colonel Cariton still hoped t 
they might reunite south of the White River. Such proved 
be the case. After coming together, “* Little Wolf” with a part 
of the band seems to have dropped out of the main column, 
at this date (October 29) is still at large. The others rested 
themselves and their animals, and pushed on. 
The 8d Cavalry Battalion consisted of regimental headquar- 
ters, the band, and Companies A, B, D, Fand K. The en 
men of the band and headquarters were mounted and equipped 
as acavalry company. On the 18th of October there remained 
with Colonel Cariton the following officers: Lieut. Smead, 
mental! adjutant; Lieut. Drew, regimental quartermaster ; 
tant Surgeon E. B. Moseley ; Capt. Johneoa ; Lieat. Thompson ; 
Lieut. Biting ; Lieut. Chase, aud Lieut. Hunter, each com - 
ing a company, and Lieut. John Baxter, Jr.. of the 9th Infantry, 
who was temporarily attached to Company F. 
On the 18th Lieats. Elting and Baxter started with their eom- 
pany for Snake River, in search of some surveyors for whose 
safety fears were entertained. 
On the 2ist the remainder of the battalion, accompanied by A. 
A. surgeons J. J. Marston and R. Bell, moved out on the come 
Sheridin road in search of trails, camping about noon of the 
ou Chadron Creek, 25 miles from Camp Robinson. 

An bour later, Companies B (Gapt. Johnson) and D (Lient. 
Thompson) were sent to scout the country towards the 8. B. 
The detachment numbered 85 enlisted men ; which, after deduct- 
ing the k-train guard and the horce-holders, left a force of 
some 50 fighting men. They were accompanied by two Sioux 
Indian scouts (“Lone Bear” and * Eagle Pipe”) and by Joe 
Lariby, an interpreter. 

That afternoon the detachment ascended Chadron Creek. The 
next morning, while marching in the rain, officers and men were 
rewarded by the sight of the long-lost Cheyennes. There 
were—149 in number, as the official count afterwards show

he Indians were on the march, a deal strung out, but 
emerging from a pass where they could have made a etand with 
decided advantage. Many were disposed to do so, hastily donned 
war bonnets, and begar dancing and singing in popes for 
the fight, the women and children at the same time closing up 
the ponies and baggage in « spot so difficult of access that they 
afterwards had considerable trouble in getting the herd out to 
surrender. Others attempted to deceive the soldiers by waving 
cloths and shouting that they were ‘ Sioux! Sioux !”’ 
Fortunately Capt. Johnson prepared at once wo attack, with- 
out allowing the savages time to decide what they had better do. 
This saved the day. They had been taken somewhat by surprise; 
and the storm was increasing and turning to snow. 

The two Sioux rode forward; and some of the head men 
among the Cheyennes proposed a parley. Joe Lariby recognized 
a number of the band, and among others “ Dull Knife,” “Old 
Crow,” “ Hog,” ** Lost Horse,”’ and one herculean warrior calied 
by his companions ** The Sioux,” from the fluency with which he 
speaks the Sioux language. This man has since the chief 
talker cf the party. 

But the Indian known as ** Hog” seems best able to influence 
the others—even more so than “ Dull Knife” and “ Old Crow.” 
It was not long before the Indians concluded to yield to the 
troops and accompany them to camp, not without urgent appea.s 
to be taken to Spotted Tail’s people, and loud remonstrances 
against beg handed over to their agent in Indian Territory. 

All this time the storm had continued to grow worse, the

nor to argue about their arms. They were harried off to where 
the main y of soldiers could be employed to dthem. B: 
the time they were gotten in, night closed ; and the midst 


a raging storm they huddled into a thicket at the water’s 

aud the troops mounted guard overthem. Indeed a few of them 
were unable to arrive until the next morning. 

That night they were provided with some old canvas for 
sheltering the sovbivg children; but it was wisely determined 
not to issue them any rations until afier they could be dis- 
mounted the next morning. 

In the absence of Colonel Carlton, who had one: before hear- 
ing of the capture, to confer with Colonel Tilford, of the 7th 
Cavalry, at Camp Sheridan, Captain Johnson pi ed at 
light to dismount and disarm his prisoners. The storm was 
raging; and it was known that arms could readily be eecreted in 
the bushes and snow. But there was no help for it. 

The Indians were surrounded and told to give up their horses 
and arms. Then the excitement recommenced, and the savage 
orators } ut forth ali their powers. But the captain 

firm. The Indians refused; the t:oops drew up to attack them; 
and at the last momect they recalled the interpreter and sur- 
rendered all their stock (140 head), a dozen firearms, and numer- 
ous bows and arrows. It wasin vaid to look for more; it was 
necessary either to accept as true their solemn assorances that 
they had no more, or elee shoot in cold blood men, women and 
children already in our power. 

They were then allowed toeat, The stock was sent in toCamp 
Robinson under guard of Lieutenant Chase and Company A, who 
returned the night of the 25th. Parties of woos were kept on 
guard; oe the same afternoon (October 24) Colonel Carlton 
returned. 

lt was, of course, determined to take the Indians to Camp 
Robinson, there to await orders from Headquarters, Bat the 
Indians stil) cherished the hope of going to the Sioux. Another 
interminable talk had to be expected when they should learn 
their destination; for Indians never do anything without an 
enormous amount of specch-making. 
But, under the circumstances, the commanding officer had no 
chuice, except between talking to his captives and 

them, to say nothing of the probability that a score of 

men would be sacrificed in an anemes to exterminate a band 
nalf-svarved savages. On the morning of the 25th, 
troops were gotven under arms, and the Indians ordered to pack 
ap for Camp Robinson. They ed, they

Lieutenant Garlington 
was sent with the howitzer; and Lieutenant Chase, returning 
from Bastncee, brought with him a piece of artillery, on his own 
reepone . 

On the mecntag of the 26th the Indians found themselves com- 
pletely overpowered, and were told to decide whether they would 
move to Camp Robinson or be starved. They were told that the 
troops were there to remove them, but, for the sake of their 
women and children, would not fireon them unless they at- 
tempted to break away. They understood the situation, packed 
their bundles, and came along, without further trouble, to Camp 
Robinson, where they are bow under guard, and awaiting the 
orders of the authorities at Washington. 

From a private letter from Camp near Umatilla 
Agency, Ore., Oct. 22, 1878, we gather the following 
fact:: Since the murder of the reservation Indian, “Illehe 
Jim” (Il-le-he-Jim), Sept. 29, all has been quiet here. 
For a while immediate retaliation on the part of the 
Indians seemed inevitable. For several days our camp 
was thronged with them, while begging for Jegal pro- 
tection. This community is much embittered against 
the Indians, and nothing would be more desirable than 
to drive them to warand thus enable some of the 
thieving whites to seize the reservation lande, which 
are quite valuable. There are daily threats, on the 
part of some of the rougher characters, that they wll 
never cease to shoot the Indians whenever they are 
caught off the reservation, or even on the reserva- 
tion, if a good chance should present itself 
This camp—located between the Indian camp and 
the town of Pendleton—in the opinion of officers 
present should be removed, in as much as the 
cowardly whites, being in danger, would better try 
to keep the peace. Captain Miles and 2d Lieut. E 
8. Farrow, 2ist Infantry, have been at this place 
since Sept. 16. Jackson’s company of cava!ry has just 
reported here. All is quiet now. This isa bad com- 
munity, and there is no justice for the Indians. These 
Indians are wel] advanced in civilization, and compare 
favorably with the Nez Percés. With few exceptions 
they have conducted themselves well, and were of 
great assistance to us in bringing the ‘‘Snakes” to 
terms during the recent campaign. The whites have 
stolen a large number of Indian horses, and are con- 
tinually making war upon individual Indians. Some- 
times the hands of the Army officers are full to keep 
the peace. The outlaws are shielded and protected by 
the community at large. When “‘Illehe Jim” was 
murdered the only way Capt. Miles could pacify the 
enraged Indians was to send Lieut. Farrow with a de- 
tachment of soldiers to look up the murderers. After 
trailing them three days and nights he succeeded in 
locating them, but was helpless (under new posse com- 
mitatus law) to proceed further, and reported results. 
Capt. Miles conferred with Indian agent, and implored 
him to use his efforts in bringing the murderers (two 
white men) to justice. The Indian agent (Cosnoyer) 
is threatened with death, if he issues a single warrant. 
He is passive, and up to this time the murderers of that 
Indian are at liberty and fear nothing in this commun- 
ity. Capt. Miles has asked that some disinterested 
commissioner be sent here to examine into these mat- 
tera. It needs some one whose interests are not iden- 
tified with this coast. Some step of this kind will save 
a war thissummer. Our sympathies are altogether 
with the Indians—for they are sorely wronged.

Tue Alaska arrived at Callao, Peru, on the 23d of 
October, and the Lackawanna sailed from San Fran- 
cisco, on October 80, for a cruise along the coast of 
Mexico and Central America. 

Tue 7iconderoga was put in commission at Ports- 
mouth on the 4ch Nov., and as soon as ready will pro- 
ceed to Norfolk, where Commo. Shufeldt will join her 
and sail on the special cruise marked out. 

Tue training ship Minnesota, Captain 8. B. Luce 
commanding, which has been in the waters of ‘Long 
Island some months, has been ordered to the Navy- 
yard at Brooklyn, where she will remain for the winter. 

Tue Jipsic, at the Washington yard, will be ready 
for service in about three months. She is a similar 
vessel to the Hnterprise, now at New York. The 
Yantic can be ready in about four months, and will be 
immediately taken in hand. 

Tue Commandant of the Navy-yard at Boston has 
appointed a Board, composed of Pay Director Emery, 
Pay Inspector Washington and Paymaster Hoy, to in- 
vestigate the defalcation of Richard J. O’Reilly, clerk 
to the paymaster of the yard at Boston. 

Commopore F. A. PARKER, Superintendent of the 
Naval Academy, and staff; Commanders F. V. Mc- 
Nair and 8. D. Greene, and Lieutenant Hamilton 
Perkins, paid an official visit to Governor Carroll, at 
the Executive mansion, Annapolis, Nov. 5. 

Tue Marine Court of Inquiry, which was in session 
at League Island, of which Lieut.-Col. Field was pre- 
sident, was dissolved last week, the investigation re- 
lating chiefly to the transactions of Sergeant Hopper, 
at that post, in regard to the issuing of rations and 
some other alleged irregularities.

We expect, however, when we leave Norfolk to make 
for the west coast of Africa—for Liberia. We will 
then go down that coast and upthe eastern. The cruise 
might be called a ‘ commercial’ cruise. [Ike object 
will be to further the interests of our commerce in any 
and every way possible. We will make deep sea 
soundings, surveys, and correct charts for the use of 
navigators. Wherever we stop we will see what can 
be done to open our commerce, orif already opened 
to improve it. We shall be gone about a year or eigh- 
teen months.” 

J. Amproszk Wieut, of Bay City, Mich., father of 
Ensign Wight, who was lost in the Huron, in acknow- 
ledging the receipt from the Secretary of the Navy of 
a check for forty dollars, a portion of the fund contri- 
buted by the officers of the Navy and others for the 
relief of those lost on that vessel, says: “‘ My wish is to 
tender thanks to the givers of this money and to those 
assisting in forwarding it. I do not know how far it 
is possible to reach them with any acknowledgment. 
But we all feel the sympathy extended to us by the 
officers of the Navy and others. The storms now 
occurring, and the wreck of vessels with loss of life, as 
the season of the Huron wreck comes around, bring it 
all freshly back again, sod renew the great sorrow. 
Hoping that all who thus suffer may experience the 
like kindness with that extended to us, I remain, etc.” 

Tue Norfolk Virginian of Nov. 1 says: The order 
detaching Chief Engineer Robert Dandy, U. 8. N., 
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goes into effect to-day, on the reporting of his relief, 
and one of the most ial gentlemen and efficient 
officers leayes this station for another field of labor. 
Mr. D. has been here for the past ten months, and dur- 
ing that time has become a general favorite with the 
Officers of the yard and has also added largely to his 
host of friends in civil life. All with whom he has had 
to deal have been favorably impressed with him as a 
gentleman and officer, and part with him reluctantly, 
and with genuine regret. r. D. is one of the oldest 
engineers in the Service, and by the Naval Register we 
see that he is of the highest rank, being one of ten 
holding the relative rank of captain. During his long 
services in the Navy he has been entrusted with many 
important duties, and many of our citizens will remem- 
ber him in various capacities, incident to his rank, at this 
yard, more especially as Chief Engineer of the yard, 
at its evacuation in 1861. Early in his navai career he 
led to the hymeniai altar, one of Portsmouth’s fairest 
daughters (a sister of Col. Thomas H. Webb, now of 
Norfolk), and he and his family have many ties, both 
of blood and friendship, that bin¢ them to this section. 


UNDER orders from the Secretary of the Navy, the 
commandants of all the stations have prepared and 
submitted to the Department inventories of all the 
public property under their charge and its value, and 
an estimate of the value of all the buildings and 
pone connected with the yards. Similar inventories 

ave been furnished by the Supt. of the Academy, the 
Governor of the Naval Asylum and Commandant of 
the Marine Corps. Statements are also in the course of 

reparation showing the value of all the vessels of the 

avy and their equipments. It is stated that the 
object of the Secretary of the Navy is to present to 
Congress an estimate of the value of the Government 
property committed to his charge and to urge upon 
that body the importance of more liberal appropria- 
tions for its care and preservation. Thousands upon 
thousands of dollars of public property goes to decay 
annually for the want of méans to repair and protect it 
properly. Buildings need painting and roofing, dykes 
need repairing, materials are exposed to the weather, 
the channels to the yards become filled up, and damage 
is otherwise sustained in consequence of inadequate 
appropriations. It is not believed that a schedule of 
the value of all public property belonging to the Navy 
has been made up for mauy years. 

ReEaR-ApmikaL Wo. E. LERoy, in a despatch dated 
Oct. 17, at Villefranche, reports the movements and 
condition of the vessels of the European Station, under 
his command. The Trenton, flag-ship, sailed from 
Cherbourg, Sept. 3, arrived off Netley, near Southamp- 
ton, same day, sailed the 25th, anchored off Yarmouth, 
Isle of Wight, for the night, got underway on the 26th, 
and arrived at Villefranche, ct. 16, having made the 
passage under sail, during which the ship was put 
through a variety of evolutions, a detailed report of 
which will be forwarded. A six hours’ trial under 
steam was also made. The condition of the 7renton is 
good in every respect. The Marion sailed from Bar- 
celona Aug. 24, arrived at Leghorn Aug. 31, sailed 
Sept. 10, arrived at Naples the 12th, sailed Oct. 1, and 
arrived at Trieste, Oct. 7, where she was to remain for 
afew days. Her condition is also good in every re- 
spect. The Vandalia sailed from Villefranche, Sept. 
21, arrived at Barcelona the 23d, sailed the 30th, 
arrived at Cartagena Oct 1, and was going thence to 
Gibraltar. [Subsequent information by cable reports 
her at Villefranche about Oct. 25, and she probably 
sailed about Nov. 3 for Boston.] Condition good in 
every respect. The Alliance sailed from Villefranche 
Sept. 18, arrived at Leghorn the 20th, sailed the 27th 
for acruise in Eastern waters, making Smyrna her 
headquarteis, where she will remain for the present. 
Condition good in every respect. 

IF there is anything that is pleasant to us (says the 
New Orleans Democrat of Oct. 31) “‘itis to record the 
self-sacrifice and devotion of those who have lit camp 
fires in camps opposite to our own, and to give them 
the praise they deserve. We were therefore well 
pleased to hear that on Tuesday night Dr. Martin, of 
the steamer Canonicus, was presented with a beautiful 
awe headed cane by the members of the Joseph A. 

ower Post No. 1, of the Grand Army of the Republic. 
The cane is beautifully modelled, and the head is an 
artisti¢ production bearing the inscription of donation 
as above stated. The gift was tendered.to Dr. Martin 
in acknowledgment of his services to the association 
and well may he be prond of it. The Doctor has de- 
voted all his talent and energy during the whole 
length of the tedious and mournful epidemic which 
we have traversed to the care of the sick and destitute. 
This he did without any compensation. He has done 
much good both at Bay St. Louis and New Orleans, 
and the present he received is but a feeble acknow- 
ledgment of his perilous and successtul endeavors in 
the cause of holy charity.” Dr. Wm. Martin is an 
Acting Assistant Surgeon in the Navy, and attached 
to the Canonicus, at New Orleans, a native of Louis- 
iana, and has been conspicuous since his entering the 
Service in volunteering his services wherever the 
yellow fever has been an epidemic in the South, espe- 
cialiy at Pensacola, where it raged in 1874. His skill 
and self-saczificiog efforts in behalf of the sick and 
destitute in the recent terrible visitation at the South 
should receive some substantial acknowledgment by 
the Government. Promotion und transfer to the 
regular Medical Corps would not be out of place. 














Mr. SHERMAN, the photographer and meteorologist of the 
Howgate Expedition, who has arrived in Washington, is

COMMODORE PERRY’S INTRODUCTION TO KING BILLY. 


Wuat I am going to tell about took place many 
years ago; afore the missionaries went out to Africa 
to persuade the niggere that une wife was as muci: as 
aman could ’tend to comfortably. It was in the days 
when corries and empty bottles passed as good us 
gold, and full bottles asight moreso. They was above 
par, as they say in Wall street. 

In them days the African ladies were lightly dressed, 
and the gentlemen in proportion. The pretty sex had 
only a hut, and the ugly vnes nothing at all, save on 
ceremonious occasions, when they put on a pair of 
green specs, white gloves, and an old uniform coat 
—the dress those cussed middies said was just the 
thing for the climate. 

I needn’t tell you that in Africa there is a wet and 
dry season; that when the former sets in, 1t pours all 
the time; and when the latter comes on, it rains in the 
morning, noon, evening, at night, and at intervals. 
The rain ain’t so constant asit is in the wet season. 
Knowing this, the people dress according to the cir- 
cumstances; a little more covering in the dry season. 

I arrived on the coast during the dry season, when 
the big niggers, males and females, made a show of 
covering. On one occasion we were invited to a 
** Pow-wow.” Commodore Perry was our big man, 
ard King Billy that of toe niggers. 

We had to be very ceremonious, and as the custom 
of the court was that the white folks should make 
presents, and we knowed what would suit them best, 
the Commodore ordered all the officers and men to 
take with them a bottle of grog, which they were to 
present to the’ King when the signal was made for 
them to do so. 

So we all went on shore and formed the procession, 
the Commodore going shead, with the flag next, wav- 
ing over him. 

*T was hot, so hot that we couldn’t help paying our 
respects, very humbly you know, tothe bottle under 
our charge, and afore we reached the palace all the 
hind part of that ere procession begin tu move aloog 
snake-lixe. 

The King and the Court was waiting for us. 
They were outside the big hut, setting around in a 
semi-circle, the King in tne centre. He thought the 
staggering was part of the ceremony, and clasped his 
hands. 

Gracious, what a grunt he gave after the speeca was 
over, that a bottle had been handed to him and he had 
tasted of the grog. He knowed immediately who were 
the big bugs and the small ones, according to the fill of 
the bottles. And as the Commodore had trusted his 

presents to the safe keeping of his coxswain, and that 
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villain had drunk it up, the King took the Com- 


modore for the captain’s steward, and addressed him- 
self to Captain Mayo, the commander of the Macedo. 
nian. But it didn’t do no harm, as Perry was not 
the wiser for it. 

=I don’t know exactly what the King thought of us 
officers and men, for he gave us to understand that it 
was a sort of feast time with them, that al] the women 
were away, tabooed. But when he and the court had 
taken three or four digs, that they began to feel good, 
he sent bis chief man off, and when he came back, 
darn me if he badn’t just the number of gals that there 
was officers and men in our crowd. 

Said the King to Mayo, pointing to the women, 
** they are yours and your people’s, they aint tabooed, 
— don’t belong to the feast party, you can take 

em.” 

The Commodore and the oid dodgers asalaamed to the 
King aud moved off in double quick, leaving bebind 
the middies and the crew, many of whom did not re 
turn to the ship until the next day. 

Next morning all hands were called to witness pun- 
ishment; old Perry gave every absentee a dozen with 
the cats; he quarantined the midcies for three months.

DICK LIBBY, THE OLD MAN-OF WAR’S MAN. 


Your correspondent “Bob Stay’s” account of ‘* Dick 
Libby's clew up,” in your number for Oct. 26, reminds 
me'that be was the first real ‘‘old shellback” I ever 
saw—a type of the old man-of-war’s man as extinct 
now us that wonderful bird the Dodo, a solitary skele- 
ten uf which is, I believe, preserved in the British 
Museum. 

Dick was born in Holland, and was brought over to 
this country when a boy as an apprentice »y Captain 
Fox, ot Portland, Me. Running away from his master, 
for whom, however, he ever entertained an affection- 
ate regard, he drifted into our Navy, in which he con- 
tinued faithfully to serve for the remainder of his life, 
and until bis final ‘“‘ clew up” which ‘‘ Bob Stay” has 
described. 

When I first saw Dick in 1834 or ’85—forty odd years 
ago—he had just returned from the Mediterranean, 
where he had been serving on board the Delaware, 74, 
flagship of Commodovre Patterson, father of the present 
Rear-Admiral. Dick was drifting about Portland, 
where he was well known, spending the savings of his 
cruise for a wonder, economically. He came to Port- 
land, as he usually did, whenever paid off, as an 
adopted home, and to make his respects to ‘‘ Lady 
Fox,” as he called her, the widow of the cap'!ain who 
brought him over. It was at that time that Chas. C. 
Cole, the artist who painted the portrait Bob Stay 
refers to as on exhibition at the Centennial, seized upon 
Dick as a character and induced him to sit, by which 
has been preserved that most lifelike lizeness so typical 
of an old mun-of-war’s man of that date. Cole pro- 
mised to give me the portrait, but never did so; but 
when I was attached to the Boston Navy-yard in 1857- 
58, by my persuasion he presented it to the Naval 
Library and Institute of that station, where it now is. 
A few weeks later I was shocked at hearing of my 
friend, the artist’s death. 

When Libby was sitting for this portrait Cole’s 
studio was the resort of the young ladies of the town, 
who delighted to talk with him, and were amused by 
bis ready wit and characteristic answers. Among 
these iadies were several who were related to. or quite 
intimate with the family of Commodore Patterson, 
who was at that time Dick’s ideal of a Navy officer. 
One of these, who bore the name of Georgiana Patter- 
son, etc., he was particularly polite to Taking from 
its numerous wrappings of cloth one day a small piece 
of brick, which he religiously averred to be a piece of 
the manger at Bethlehem in which our Saviour was 
laid on that first Christmas morning, he presented Miss 
Georgiana for her name's sake with a fragment of it, 
which was received by her in good faith and as care- 
fully preserved. It chanced, however, that on my 
first cruise as a midshipman, which soon followed, I 
had sa messmate named McLane who had served on 
board the Delaware. He it was who told me that Dick, 
being a general favorite, accompanied a party of frolic- 
some middies, of which he was one, to Jerussiem and 
Bethlehem, as a servant; but getting drunk on the way, 
rolled oft his horse, and taking the demijohn he had 
io charge for a pillow, went asleep by the roadside, 
where he was found and awakened by the party on 
their return from their visits to the holy places, 
Betblehem—anu it was then that they palmed off upon 
him the fragment of old brick as a portion of the holy 
manger (which, by the way, is entirely encrusted with 
marble). I undeceived the young lady as to the value 
of her relic, on my return from the Mediterranean in 
1838, which until then she had carefully preserved and 
fully believed in. I don’t know that Libby was ever 
undeceived, and possibly some one is now guarding a 
portion of that old brick as a saintly relic.

There was also exhibited at the Centennial the 
portrait of Fred. Boyer, which also belongs to the 
Boston Institute. It was painted I believe in 1850-53, 
when the subject was a quartermaster on board the 
United States receiving snip Ohio, by ‘ Flagg,” a 
brother of Capt. Flagg, of the Navy, who was then, I 
thiuk, in command of that ship. Perhaps ‘‘ Bob Stay” 
can tell us something of his history. Al! I know of it 
is the legend associated with his name, 7. ¢., ‘‘ that he 
was twenty years in the Service, and never drunk when 
on duty, and never sober when on liberty.” 

Both these portraits are characteristic types of the 
old man-of-war’s-man of the past, and aside from their 
artistic merits have an historical value as showing to 
perfection the habiliments and cbaracteristics of “ ye 
ancient mariner”~—who d—ned his eyes and hitched 
his trowsers—just as the pictures of holy families 





portray the ideas and fects of » past religions age, 


I have never seen, and do not know of the existence 
of any portrait from life of the real Jsck-tar of our 
own or of any other Navy of the period of our revolu- 
tion, one hundred years ago. There is no record, and 
we have no means of correctly reproducing the uni- 
form dress of the seamen of our Navy in 1776. We 
can rehabilitate forms with the uniforme of the officers, 
but those of the sailors, if they wore one, has not been 
preserved.

A CORRESPONDENT of the Philadelphia Times reports 
Secretary Thompson as saying that he will endeavor 
in his approaching annual report to call the attention 
of Congress to the necessities of the Navy. ing 
to the estimates coming in the property of the Navy 
amounts to probably $150,000,000, of which $30,000,- 
000 are in ships.

A French military officer, of great method and lucid- 
ity, puts the case tersely in saying that the modern 
change has substituted fire tactics for shock tactics, as 
entitled to the predominance. Until the introduction 
of the needle gun the aphorism of Suwarrow held in 
full force: ‘‘the bullet is a fool, the bayonet thinks;”’ 
but it is in full force no longer. Capt. Porror, as 
translated by Major LyMAN, in arguing for the tull 
adoption of the German dispersed order in France, 
put the change in circumstances clearly when Le said 
that 20 years before all the European infantry fired a 
round ball, three shots 1n two minutes, from a smooth 
bore, tolerably accurate up to 150 metres, poor at 200, 
and nowhere at 300; while the artillery threw a round 
shot accurate to 800 metres, but not effective be- 
yond 1,500. In 1870, two great armiee encountered 
each other in France with the breech-loading rifle, 


field guns accurate with shell up to 3,000 metres, and 
eftective to 4,500. One of these armies had not modi- 
fied its tactics to suit these new weapons, and was 
vapquished; the other had so modified them, and was 
victorious. 

Of course other causes contributed to the famous 
resu!t thus picked out for illustration; but not too 
lauch stress is laid on the part relating to tactical 
formation.

The majority of 
a joint commission of three members awarded five 
millions of dollars to England for fishing rights never 
assumed to be worth as many hundred thousand. 
Then arose a lively controversy, in Congress and out, 
as to whether we should pay. Finally, Secretary 
Evarts was instructed by Congress to open corres- 
pondence upon the subject of the injustice of the 
awards. Meanwhile the Canadian fishermen drove off 
the Americans fishing in their waters, and Lord Salis- 
bury justified this action on the ground of local law. 
Mr. Evarts replied that our citizens are not to be con- 
trolled in the exercise of rights under a joint treaty by 
the local law of Newfoundland, and if we are not to 
get the rights we treated for we won't pay five millions 
or any other sum. Such, in substance, is his long 
despatch to the American Minister at the Court of St. 
James. To this the Pali Mall Gazette replies at length, 
saying, among other things: 

That the United States should choose this precise moment to 
publish what seeme from a telegraphic summary to be a rather 
threatening despatch, addressed by Mr. Secretary Evarts to the 
American Minister, Mr. Welsh, can scarcely be regarded as acci- 
dental Ali the world can see ihat we have on our hande jost 
now quite as much as we can well deal with, and a really friendly 
Power with a grievauce like that, whilst holding to its position, 
would refrain from casting the matter in anirritating way before 
the public until our affairs had assumed a more peaceful aspect. 
At any rate this is what, according to the admirers of the 
Alabam4 arbitration, we might certainly have expected from 


America. The truth is that while the bent Baron f with which the 
-argain was made still holds office in the Unitea States, the first 








opportunity is seized to make a point against us, juet when it 
reckoned that other difficulties may force us tu give way. 
Nothing else was to be expected, and for our own part we are 
inclined to thank Mr. Evarte for teaching our countrymen that 
nations, generally, are no more inclined to forego their advan 
tages over one another in the nineteenth century than in the 


eighteenth, seventeenth, sixteenth or first. 

Mr. Evarts has undoubtedly shown in this contro- 
versy a good deal of the lawyer-like ability with which 
he is credited, but is there not a danger that he may 
prove himself too smart in this way for a display of 
real statesmanship? This country is in no special 
need of the lawyer’s devices to save it a few millions of 
money; it does not require that its reputation for 
shrewdness at a bargain should be eustained. More 
than either of these it needs to maintain its reputation 
for the prompt discharge of obligations which can be 
brought into no other court for their enforcement than 
that of honor. If any question could arise as to 
whether we could honorably delay the payment of a 
pecuniary award against us, that question should have 
been at once decided in favor of our adversary. 





Tue interesting account we publish this week of the 
surrender of the Cheyennes to Colonel Carlton’s com- 
mand shows how ditticult it is to deal with the savages 
when they are driven into a corner, and how easy it is 
to start such « story as that published this week to the 
discredit of General Miles, and credited in the news- 
paper despatch to “a gentleman said to be prominently 
vonnected with the Hayden Expedition.” It is to the 
eftect that Gen. Miles unnecessarily ordered his men to 
fire upon Bannocks wuv wished to surrender, killing 
men, women and children indiscriminately. With 
reference tu this story a gentleman who has recently 
returned to New York from Fort Keogh, Mr. George 


Booth, writes us as follows: 

This story is a most malicious slander of a most gallant and 
faithful otticer. Having accompanied a body of cavalry, which 
joined Gen. Miles the morning after the fight, can say that no 
Bannocks accompanied by scouts came to Gen. Miles with pro- 
positions to surrender. The information of their presence in the 
country came from Capt. Egan, of the 2d Cavalry, who had found 
their trail and wae pursuing them in an easterly direction. After 
an arduous march with only one other officer, Capt. Bennett, 5th 
Inf., and 27 men, Gen. Miles discovered the Bannocks’ camp in 
the afternoon, and laying concealed all night attacked them a: 
daybreak. The morniag was very foggy. He knew the cavalry, 
which joined -him the next day, were but 16 miles sway, delayed 
by the rising of the river which made the fords temporarily up- 
passable; but fearing that .be presence of the troops might be 
discovered by the Indians, who would then scatter over the 


newly settled valley of the Yellowstone, he attacked with his 
little force without waiting for reinforcements. He all 
their horses, thus depriving them of the means of future mis- 
chief, and captured some thirty-six prisoners. The larger on 
of the tribe escaped through the sage brush, which was very tall. 
Gen. Miles lost one officer, Capt. Bennett, and two scouts killed, 
and one private wounded. Gen. Miles showed every kindness to 
the wounded and captured. He has in all cases been both just 
and firm in his treatment of Indians. Last year, after the cap- 
ture of Joseph and his band of Nez Perces, he deprived his own 
troops of much of their necessary transportation to make his 
prisoners more comfortable. 








Tue advices received from the Department of the 
Platte indicate that the Cheyenne trouble is at on end 
for the present. Many of the settlers’ homes in Kan- 
sas have been made desolate by the raids of the 
Indians through that State, and if among thé captured 
savages any can be identified as the perpetrators of the 
atrocities, we see no reason why they should not be 
punished as any gang of white desperadoes would be 
for similar crimes. Doubtless the outbreak was caused 
by bad treatment of the Indians, but there can be no 
excuse for the murders and the savage cruelties perpe- 
trated upon women and children. A simple flight of 
the Chevenues from the reservation might, under the 
circumstances, have been excusable, and they would 
have had a sort of sympathy from a great portion of 
the community, both in the West and at the East. 
But they chose to commence a savage war upon all the 
seitlements in the line of their march, and they have 
thus deprived themselves of all the kindly feeling 
which existed for them. 








THE discussion of the question of Army equipment, 
in the AnMy AND Navy JouRNAL, has brought out 
much interesting matter, some of which has appeared 
in the JouRNAL and some of which is on file in the 
Adjutant-General’s Office and the Ordnance Office. 
To this the Ordnance officers have added their contri- 
butions. We have good reason to believe that, now 
that the winter has put an end to the summer’s work 
in the field, the whole subject under discussion will be 
committed to a capable board of officers, who have 
had actuel experience and who are competent to re.

best equipment for troops in the field This will solve 
the whole prublem for the present and the near future. 
All letters and correspondence should be laid before 
such a board for their information. 


A peEspatcH from Camp Robinson, Neb., dated 
Oct, 25, says: “A courier from Chadrone Creek this 
afternoon reports that when the hostiles were informed 
that their destination was Camp Robinson, they re- 
fused to go, and scattering over the prairie, began 
digging rifle-pits with their hunting knives.” it will 
be remembered that both Gens. Sherman and Sheri- 
dan recommended, in their articles on ‘‘ Equipment,” 
published in the JouRNAL last Spring, that each infan- 
try soldier be provided with a knife to be used for in- 
trenching purposes, and intimated that the bayonet 
was unnecessary; and Col. Rice, the inventor of that 
bayonet, some two or three years since, invented aad 
patented a knife-bayonet, which combines the two 
desirable implements—a wide bladed bowie kaife and 


bayonet. 








REFERRING to the organization of the United Mili- 
tary Institution as reported in the ARMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL, the Volunteer Service Gazetie says: ‘‘ The 
Royal United Service Institution of Great Britain owes 
muuch of its success, especially of late years, to the 
wise liberality with which it opens its dours to all 
those who bear the Queen’s commission, whether in 
the Regular or Auxiliary Services.

Tue Wasbington corres yr dent of the Philadelphia 
Times says, Oct. 30: ‘* The Secretary of War bas not 
yet begun his current annual report to Congress, but 
says he has considered its main features. Most of the 
reports of bureau officers and department commanders 
have been received. “ Do you intend to recommend 
an increase of the Arniy ?” was asked the Secretary 
this morning. 

** Well, Iam not certain. The Army is not now large 
enough for its purposes, but I doubt that I shall recom- 
mend an increase. I shall, however, oppose as strongly 
as I can any further reduction of it. Tbe Indian hos- 
tilities, the unsettled state of affairs on the Mexican 
border, and the disturbances in other portions of the 
country, all coming together and each demanding at- 
tention and calling for the employment of military 
force, has been a severe tax on our small and scattered 
Army. Even in time of peace it is impossible, without 
a larger army, to concentrate a strong force at any one 
place without leaving many of our forts and military 
depots without adequate protection.” 

** What do you think about the posss comitatus clause 
of the last Army bill?” 

‘**T shall have something to say about that.in my re- 
port. It works greatly to the public injury. I have 
been prevented from using the military force where it 
was absolutely neces:ary, on account of that law. For 
example, there have been mail robberies in New Mex- 
ico. I decided that under the law [ could use the Army 
to protect Government property ; that is, I could use 
the Army to guard the mail, but I could not. use it to 
pursue mail robbers und capture stolen property. [ 
cannot think Congress intended such a thing, and I 
shall bring to its attention some examples of how the 
aw has operated. If there was a contemplated rob- 
bery of the Treasury I could defend it with the mili- 
tary, but the posse comitatus clause would prevent any 
portion of the Army from following the thieves into 
Pennsylvania avenue for the purpose of retaking the 
money. I shall recommend the repeal of the obnox- 
ious clause. There is no question that it was the in- 
tention of the framers of the Constitution to provide 
for the employment of the Army to preserve the peace 
and prevent violence in cities and communities.” 
‘Shall you have anything to say on the subject of 
cutting off the forage of certain officers ?” 

‘*Yes. I think that was a strange feature of the bill. 
The Missouri river is rather a small boundary to divide 
the question of forage. On one side of the river offi- 
cers are allowed forage for their horses, but not on the 


other.” 

The Secretary thinks that the Army has a sufficient 
number of officers, regiments, and companies, but that 
the companies are too sma!l He says that there are 
now about two hundred and thirty military posts, at 
most of which men are necessarily employed continu- 
ally. - There are eighteen arsenals and armories, be- 
sides about forty storehouses or depots, which are reg 
quired to be guarded. The Secretary thinks that the 
morale of the Army is steadily improving 

The Secretary of War will make no recommenda- 
tions regarding the proposed transfer of the Indian Bu-

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A REBEL’S RECOLLECTIONS. __ eetatce n disposed to obey anybody except 
god sufflcient 


Ir is refreshing to turn to the recollections of a 
thoroughly reconstructed and good natured rebel,* 
after reading the tedious dissertations on the Corsti- 
tution as it was, and thoroughly partisan discussions 
of the ante-war disputes between the slavebolding 
and non-slaveholding States that disfigure the Life 
of Albert Sidney Johnston, which should have been 
written in a broader spirit. But, as one of the offi. 
cers of Johnston’s old cavalry regiment put it, “ Wil- 
liam Preston Johnston imagines that the sun rises 
and sets at Jeff. Davis’ bidding,” and “ like master 
like man.” 

Mr. Eggleston clearly does not share this admira- 
tion of Davie, for be tells us that the grand master of 
incapacity, whose hand was felt everywhere, “ was 
President Davis himself.” Not content with per- 
petually meddling in the smallest matters of detail, 
and prescribing the petty routine of office work in 
the bureau, he interfered, either directly or through 
his personal subordinates, with military operations 
which no man, not present with the army, could be 
competent to control. The skill of the Southern 
leaders in the field is, he tells us, “a matter of 
history.” But the government controlling army and 
leaders was both passively and actively incompetent 
in a surprising degree, and the only wonder is that, 
with such an administration at its back, the Confede 
rate army was able to keep the field at all. Ev-ry 
man of real force who had a whole body, went iato 
the army,and only the refuse which the sieve of 
patriotism had sifted out was left for Congress »nd 
the public departments. Neither strength or wisdom 
was expected of Congress; “ while the »dministrative 
machinery, presided over by small officials and clerks 
who crowded Richmond, was at once a wonder of 
complication and a marvel of inefficiency, The com 
missary general was a crotchety d ctor who, aside 
from his supposed mental aberration, knew nothing 
of the business under his control.” From the begia- 
ning to the end of the war the commissariat was 
just sufficiently wel) managed to keep the troops in 
a state of vemi starvation, and as the last and crown- 
ing act of their record of selfish incapacity, th 
president and his followers, fleeing from Richmond, 
emptied a train loaded with provisions for Lee’s 
army, and left that army to starve that they might 
save themselves, ‘‘ From the president who insulted 
his premier tor presuming to offer sove advice about 
the conduct of the war, and quarreled with his 
generals because they failed to see the wisdom of a 
military movement suggested by himself, down to 
the pettiest clerk in a bureau, there was everywhere 
a morbid seusitiveness on the subject of personal 
dignity, aud ao exaggerate! regard for routine, | 
which seriously impaired the efficieacy of the govern 
ment and greatly annoyed the army.” 

We should do Mr. Eggle-ton and his bok an in- 
justice if we left the reader under the impression 
that he sought to belittle the cause for which he 
fought. Not so; but he has the good sense to view 
the struggie, now more than thirteen years gone, in 
the light of present experience, and not that of past 
conceit. He speaks in manly defence ot the patriotism 
and siocerity of “his section,” but he writes in a 
spirit with which all can sympathise, and he does 
not think it necessary to prove himself right by 
showing that every body else was wrong. 

A vein of humor ruas through the description of 
his experience of “ this war of ours,” which, as he 
says, * in some of its aspects at least, begins to look 
like a very ridiculous affair, now that we are getting 
too far away from it to hear the rattle of the 
musketry.” To begin with, the South, and more 
especially the Virginians, * msde war upon a catch- 
word, and fought until they were helplessly ruined 
for the sake of an abstraction.” The Virginia ordi- 
nance of secession was passed by a convention com- 
posed for the most part of men strongly opposed to 
secession. “Then came such a deluge of stump 
speephes as would have been impossible in any other 
State or country in the civilized world, for there never 
yet was a Virginian who could not, on occasion, 
acquit himself very well on the hustings.” The 
dritling which followed the process of getting up the 
necessary amount of enthusiasm, and the assembling 
ot patriots, “was simply tuony.” Mancuvres of 
the most utterly im possible sort were carefully taught 
the men. Every sumateur officer bad his own pet 
system of tactics, and the effect of the incougruous 
teachings when brought out in battalion drill, closely 
resembled that of the music at Mr. Bob Sawyer’s 
party, where each guest sang the chorus to the tune 
he knew best. 

This was at the time, of course, when we were 
having a similar experience with our attempt to 
organize an army out of an »ssemblage of town 
meetings, and before North and South had given 
each other good cause to respect their prowess in the 
field. Of this period Mr. Eggleston says : 

Our ideas of the life and business of a soldier were drawn 
*hiefly from the adventures of Ivanhoe and Charies O’Mal- 
ey, two worthies with whose personal history almost every 
man inthe army was familiar. The men who voluntecred 
went to war of their own accord, and were wholly unaccus- 
tomed to acting on any other than their own motion. They 
were hardy lovers of field sports, accus to out-door 
hfe, and in all physical respects excellent material of which 
to make an army. But they were not used to control of

the word of command, not so mmf by 
reason Of its being proper to obey a command, as because 
obedience was in that case necessary to the successful issue 
of a pretty performance which they were interested. 
Off drill they did as they holding themselves gen- 
men ry rs as such bound to consult only their own wills. 
Their officers were of themselves, chosen by election, and 
subject, by custom, to enforced resignation upon bom we 
of tbe men. Only corporais cared sufficiently little for their 
position to risk any magnifying of their office by the en- 
forcement of discipline.

fact that ‘It’s plagued little anthority they give us cor- 
porale, and I mean to use that little anyhow.” 
flicers were no better than mea, and so officers and “en 
messed and slept together on terms of entire equality, 
quarrelling and even fighting now and then, in a gentile- 
manly way, but without a thought of allowing differences 
of military rank to have any influence in the matter. 

The man of good family felt himself superior, as in most 
cases he unquestionably was, 'o bia fellow-soldier of leas 
excellent birth ; and thie distiostion was sufficient, during 
the early years of the war, to override everything like mili- 
tary rank. In one instance which I remember, a young 
private asserted his superiority of social standing so effec- 
tually as to extort from the lieutenant commanding his 
c mpany a public apology for an insult offered in the sub- 
jection of the private to double duty, as a punishment for 
absence from roll-cali. 

In the camp of instruction at Ashland, where the va- 
rious cavalry companies existing in Virginia were sent to 
be made into coldiers, it was a very common thing indeed 
for men who grew tired of camp fare to take their meals at 
the hotel, and ove or two of them rented cottages aud 
brought their families there, excusing themselves trom 
attendance upon unreasonably early roll-calis, by pleadio 
the distance from their cottages to the parade-ground. 
Whenever a detail was made for the purp2se of cleaning 
the camp-ground, the men detailed regarded themselves as 
responsible for the prover performs 1c: of the task by their 
servants, and uncomplainingly took upon themselves the 
duty of sitting on the fence and superintending the work. 
But in the field they showed themselves great, stalwart 
men in svirit as well as in bodilv frame, and endured cheer- 
fully the hardships uf campaigning precisely as they would 
have borne the fatigues of a hunt, as incidents encountered 
in the prosecution of their purposes. 

“I remember very well,” he says further on, “ the 
extreme coolness with which, on one of the Valley 
skirmishes, a few days before the first battle of Bul! 
Run, a gentleman private in my own company rode 
vut of the ranks for the purpose of suggesting to 
J. E. B, Stuart yd pe ord of charging a gun which 
was shélling us, and which seemed nearer to us than 
to its supporting infantry.” But the wish to help 
which made these men unsoldierly at first, served tu 
make them especially good soldiers when it was duly 
tempered with discipline, and directed by experi 

ence. 

Mr. Eggleston’s volume contains some personal 
reminiscences of old army officers, which will interest 
those who knew them in the earlier days. Of Jeb 
Stuart he says: “ A franker, more transparent nature, 
it is impossible to conceive. His restless activity 
was one, at least, of the qualities which enabled him 
to win the reputation he achieved so rapidly. He 
could never be still. He was rarely ever in camp at 
all, and never showed a sign of fatigue, leading, 
when a general officer, a scout of half a dozen 
troopers which might have been entrusted to a 
corporal. He was continually doing things of an 
extravagantly audacious sort, with no other purpose, 
seemingly, than that o making people stretch their 
eyes in wonder. enjoyed the admiration of the 
enemy far more, I think, than he did that of his 
friends. This fact was evident in the care he took to 
m»ke himself a conspicuous personage in every time 
of danger.” His traits, in short, were those of a great 
boy full to running over of impulsive animal life, and 
his audacity was akin to that of a boy’s insane de- 
light in any thing which specially imperils his neck. 
Before Sheridan had made his reputation, a Con- 
federate general said to the writer of this book: 
“ General Sheridan is without doubt the greatest of 
dragoon commanders, as Stuart is the greatest of 
cavalry men; but in this country dragoons are worth 
a good deal more than cavalry, and so General Sheri- 
dan will probably win the greater reputation, He 
will deserve it, too, because bebind it is the sound 
judgment which tells him what use to make of his 
horsemen.” 

Of Stuart’s estimate of McClellan we have this 
anecdote: “ Talking with some members of his staff, 
with whom he had been wrestling a minute before, 
he was asked one day if McClellan, who had just 
assumed command of the Army of the Potomac, 
would advance before spring. ‘Not against Centre- 
ville,’ replied the general. *He has too much sense 
for that, and I think he knows the shortest road to 
Richmond, too. If I am not preatly mistaken, we 
shall hear of him presently on his way up the James 
River.’ ” 

And of Meade, we have this opinion given by Lee 
‘* when Meade first took command :* “‘ General Meade 
will commit no blunder in my front, and if I commit 
one he will wake haste to take advantage of it.” 

Of Stonewall Jackson, who is supposed to have 
had a special genius for being on time, General Lee 
ssid: “ That Jackson was by no means so rapid a 
marcher as Longstreet, and that he had an unfortu- 
nate habit of never being on time.” 

“ General Ewell,” our author tells us, “ was in the 
beginning the most violently and elaborately pro— 
fane man I ever knew. Later in the war he became 
& religious man, but before that time his genius for 
swearing was phenomenal.”

volume, entitled “Of the End and After,” we are 
told ¢hat in the closing days of Lee’s army “ testa- 
ments were in every hand; and a sort of religious 
ecstacy took jon of the army. The men had 
ceased to rely upon the skill of their leaders or the 
strength of our army for success, and not a few of 
them hoped now for a miraculous interposition of 
supernatural power in our behalf. 

In the period of disorganization succeeding the 
war, when there was no State, county or municipal 
government left in the South, “those districts in 
which the Federal armies were stationed were pecu- 
liarly fortunate. The troops gave protection to the 
people and the commandants of posts constituted a 
government able to enforce orders.” “It is with 
great pleasure,” adds Mr. E., “ that I bear witness to 
the uniform disposition shown by Federal officers, as 
I came in contact with them to protect all quiet citi 
zens, to restore order, and to forward the interests of 
the community they were called upon to govern.” 








THE FITZ JOHN PORTER BOARD. 


WE gave some account last week of the proceedings 
before the Porter board, with reference to the question 
of calling General Pop® as a witness. The official 
record of that Cay’s proceedings (Oct. 30) shows that 
Mr. Bullitt, of counsel for tne petitioner, said, after 
briefly stating the purport of the correspondence with 
General Pope in reference to his appearing: 


The construction which we put upon this telegram of the 29th 
is, that General Pope declines to appear as requested to do by 
the board at our instance, and submit to a cross-examination by 
us. We conuld not, of course, piace ourselves in the position of 
calling General Pope as our witness. Our purpuse was crose- 
examination. We had hoped he would come forward in reply to 
the request of the board, or at any rate, in compliance with the 
subpaaa, but he ignores the eubpeena and declines to come. 

His offer to give information to the board, a* stated in his 
despatch, when taken in connection with his previous declara- 
tions, involves the condition that he would not appear for cross- 
examination, We so understand, and assume that to be the 
interpretation put upon it by the board. We also understand 
that the declination of the board to take further action is based 
upon the fact that they have exhausced their powers in the 
effort to procure General Pope’s attendance for cross examina- 
tion, by the petitioner’s couveel. 

If in error in the understanding we have of the matter, we 
should wish now to he corrected. if we are in error in that we 
would like very much to be corrected, because we shal! assume 
in our future argument, that that is the phase of the case at 
present. We desire to make sure that we shall not hereafter 
misunderstand the exact position. 

The President of the Board—The board will consider the 
matter carefully, and aleo what the Recorder has to state if he 
desires to ray anything. 

The Recorder—No, sir, every thing there explains itself it 
seems to me very fully. 

Mr. Bullitt—We wil! now offer in evidence the report made by 
Gen. Pope to the War Department on the 31 of Septemher,, 1862. 
We have the ———— from the War Department which we 
now present. here are certain papers which we are in- 
formed have been sent to the Judge-Advocats, and which we 
would jike now to cali for with a view to offering them in evi- 
dence. The first one which we ask the Judge-Advocate to pro- 
duce, is a document dated Dec. 29, 1869,in which Gen. Pope 
encloses the printed copy of the statement in the case of Filz 
John Porter. There are two enclosures in that decument, as we 
are informed ; and in coanection with that a paper dated Ma 
11, 1871, and aun endorsement, as we presume, in which the Presi- 
dent refers to the printed statement of Gen. Pope in the case of 
——— Porter—there are two enclosures as we are iaformed 
In t. 


The Recorder here interposed an objection to these 
papers going upon the record if they were of a date 
subsequent to the trial by Court-martial of Gen. 
Porter, and having reference to matters subsequent. 
The President of the board having decided that they 
— not necessarily exclude them, Mr. Bullitt con- 
tinued: 


Mr. Bullitt—Then I would cal] for the production of a paper 
dated Dec. 6, 1869, Gen. Pope's protest against the modification of 
the sentence of Gen. Porter. Aiso a corrected copy of the rtste 
ment in the case of Gen. Porter sent by Gen. Pope to the War De- 
partment under date Dec. 11, 1869. Again, a reply by Gen. Pope 
to the War Department in which he forwards a copy of ‘ne 
certiticate referred to in his brief statement of the case of Fitz 
John Porter, which is one of the documents we cal! for, that is 
under date of Dec. 19, 1871 

Also a paper which was sent to the War Department by Gen. 
Pope under date Sept 16, 1867. I hardly know how to designate 
that paper. It is a paper which refers to the efforts of Geu. 
Porter to have a reopening of this case It is dated at 
Atlanta, Ga. 

The ground upon which we ask for these papers is this: We 
have understood that all the papers on file in the War Depart- 
ment in reference to the case of Gen. Porter, whether papers 
filed there preceding the trial by Court-martial, or curing the 
trial by Court-martial, or subsequent to it, were practically re- 
ferred to this board for their examination at the time they were 
appointed to make this investigation ; that that included papers 
in the War Department subsequent to the trial by Court-martial 
as well as those prior to or during the Court-martial. Those 
papers, as we understand, have been sent to the Recerder for use 
before this board; and these papers which we are now asking 
him to produce before the board we understand to have been re- 
ferred by the War Department to the board. We only wish that 
they shall be produced and jaid before the board for whatever 
use they may be hereafter in the course of the argument of this 
case. ft course I have no hesitation in stating, if desired, the 
use which we propose to make of them. It is for tbe purpose of 
showing contradictions existing in the testimouy, chiefly of 
Gen. Pope, of his own statements made by him ana made to the 
War Department with reference to this case, and filed in the 
War Department for the purpose of affecting and influencing 
this case. 

The Kecorder—I must characterize this request of the peti- 
tioner’s couneel, not only as extraordinary but as unheard of in 
acourt of justice. We discuesed yesterday the law governing 
the presentation of official reports somewhat. The petitioner's 
counsel have stated the purpose for which they desire these 

apers. first, let me correct an error that I think he bas fallen 

nto with reference to the custody of those papers—that is, if 
they are in any custody, and further if there ever were any such 
papers. In the position in which the board placed mein repre- 
senting the Government, the Government being my client for thia 
investigation, I have gee to the War Department for such 
information as they had, and such documents as they had that 
would be of service to me. Those documents, for ought I know, 
may have been of a confidential character—some of them. Iam 
not positive as to that, but what the gentleman wants is some- 
thing that is in violation of the ean | rules of evidence. We 
know that thie petitioner bas been publishing communications 
and sending them tothe public libraries, ana doing that for a 
long eeries of years, reflecting upon the character and conduct of 
those who unfortunate'y came in conflict with him, in reference 


to his trial. Those unications are not evidence here except 

bey as yt , he ay have = an admission of 
‘act agains on the original ¢ . 

That is rule of evidence. But what Gen. 
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may have gone into the War Department for filing, yet they are 
not documents which have been made by euch persons on the 
os here of sworn public officers in the discharge of their 
official duty under the Jaw or regulations. The official report 
that was presented was a report made by Gen. Pope, because the 
law and the regulations required him to make it as a sworn pub- 
lic commissioned officer. A Jetter that he may write, that is not 
required in that way, is not evidence. 

f he, before he becomes a witnese, or. any man before he be- 
comes & witness, mukes a statement out of court contrary to 
thore that he maxes in the evidence, those statements may be 
brought against him after cross questionirg him upon them. 
But what a man may have said subs: quently, years after he has 
given hie evidence, what he may have written subsequently 
thereto, has no pertinency whatever; for the reason that we do 
not know the circumstances under which they were written; we 
do not know what was in his mind to canse him to write, or 
what new evidence may have been forwarded to “im to change 
the view which he may have had, It seems to me that that which 
the gentleman asks is plainly in violation of the ordinary rules of 
eviden e, and that it does not require discussion from me. He 
cited a principle yesterday applicable to civil cases—not to rules 
of evideace in criminal cases; though we are governed, if we are 
goverted at all, by rules of evidence in crimin»] cases 

The President of the Board—The board would like to know 
wh.ther the papers referred to as being in the possession of the 
Recorder, were sent to him as the Recorder of the board, or eent 
to the board at the time of the transmission of the record of the 
previous tria! with other docaments; or. whether they were sent 
to him subsequently to the date when the board imposed upon 
him the duty of representing the Government? 

The Recorder—They were sent to me subsequently at my own 
pereonal request. 

The President of the Board—In response to your request as a 
representative of the Government? 

‘he Recorder—Yes sir. 

The President of the Board—The board will then ark the R'- 
corder to submit to the board all such papers for examination, in 
order that they may decide any question as to their disposition 
—in secret session of course, We do not refer to any confidertial 
communication; but official documents bearing upon the case are 
of course proper tu be considered by the board in secre session. 
We are not prepared to judge absolutely as to the rejection or 
admission of such papers until we can see them. 


The Recorder asked that he might have the permis- 
sion of the buard to apply to the Secretary ot War to 
huOw whether he could turn :heze documents over to 
the board. After some discussion on this point and 
as to how he became possessor of the dvucuments re- 
ferred to, it was nally decided that they sbould pa-s 
into the bands of the boird. Mr. Bullitt then ¢ firred 
in evidence varivus documents, including the tollowing 
despatch, which he could not authenticate, as Co}. Rug- 
gies did not recollect it, and it appeared no where bu 
in a document published some years ago by Genera! 
Roberts, and headed Pope’s Campaign in Virginia, 
**its policy and results:” 

HEADQUARTERS ARMY OF VIRGINIA, | 
Bristow STATION, August 28, 1862, 6-54 mM. 
Major-Gen. F. J. Porter, Commanding 5th Corps; 

GENERAL: Maj.-Gen. Pope directs me io say that Gen. Hooker 
reports his ammunition exhausted. Gen. Pope desires therefore 
that you come forward with yourcommand at once, with all 
possible speed, and that you send back to hurry up your ammu- 
nition train. I am, General, etc.,

The President of the board said : 


The board think it proper to put upon record as briefly as 
possible the grounds of their decision to admit certain kinds of 
teatimony in thie case, departing somewbat from the general 
rule of evidence in that regard. General Terry w.ll read the 
decision of the board. : 

General Terry then read as follower: In the opinion of the 
board there is one feature of this ca-~e which should be kept 
constantly in mind and which is of great importan~e in determin- 
ing questions of evidence, It is that the application of the 

etitioner is made to the pardoning pow r; his application is for 

xecutive action. This board war not appointed to re-try the 
original case—there is no» uthority for such a proceeding,—but its 
duty is, after hearing a!] the evidence presented to it, ¢» adv 
the President what justice may require to bedone. That advice 
may be that justice has already been done. It may be that the 
President’s power of pardon so far as the sentence is still un- 
executed shail be exercised; it may be that the power of Con- 
gress shoud be invoked in the petitioner's behalf. 

ow it seems to the board that it should admit any evidence 

which it would be proper for the President to listen to, were he 
personally examining the case with a view to determining 
whether or nut he should exercise his constitutional power of 
pardor. On an application for the exercise of the pardoning 
power nothing could be more pertinent than evidence that one 
of the principal witnesses against the applicant at the time of 
bis trial, had subsequently made declarations contradictory to, 
or inconsistent witn, the testimony given by him at the trial. 
No authority vested with the power to pardon would refuse to 
listen to such evidence as that. 

Again, so far as this board is concerned, all the testimony 
before it is new. The record of the trial of the petitioner comes 
before us simply as a record of evidence taken, evidence which 
is to be considered in connection with ench other evidence as 
may be laid before us for consideration. So far as we are able 
to see, this record testimony is to be received by us in precisely 
the same manner as if it had been repeated before us orally by 
the witnesses themselves, and it is entitled to neither more or less 
weight than it would have been entitled to had it been so given. 

ad it been su given, undoubtedly the petitioner would have 
been entitled, after laying a pruper foundation by cross-exami- 
nation to prove any declarations heretofore made by any witness 
inconsistent with the testimony given by him bere. We think 
that the same rule should be applied to the testimony which is 
contained in the record, and that evidence of declarations 
claimed to be inconsistent with the record testimony, and made 
at any time prior to the time when the record was presented to 
us, should be admitted. 

But it may be eaid that a proper foundation has not been laid 
by cross-examination. This is true; but the witness whose sub- 
sequent declarations are sought to be proved, has been eum- 
moned, and all th: power which the board possess has been ex- 
ercised to bring him here, He has declined to attend except 
under conditiou which, as the board understands the case, would 
forbid the very cross-examination in question. 

These facts, in the opinion of the board, amply justify a depar- 
ture from the ordinary rule which requires that a croes-exami- 
nation should precede the proof of inconsistent declarations. 

The President of the Board—The Board desire to add also to 
that that the Military Code under which we are actinv, whether 
it be the common law of the military service or the article of 
war as interpreted by un form decisions of Courts-martia), forbid 
any distinction in our action, or in our minds, between any tes- 
timony given by an officer of the Army under oath before a 
Court-martial, and his deliberate public statements. either in the 
form of official :eports Or of public declarations. The objection 
is held universally to be the same in both cases; the penalty for 
falsehoud, is, in military estimation, the same in both. 

Therefore we do not and cap not in this case :ecugnize any 
difference between the sworn testimony of an officer presented 
here of record in the trial of General Porter before Conrt-mar- 
tial, and hie deliberate public statements in reference to that 
important case designed to affect, either public interest or per- 
sona) righte, We therefore admit all printed, public authentic 
feclarations of witness before that court, to be considered here 
in that light. Whether it may be possible under this genera) rul- 
ing to determine what cisposition to make of all these papers in 
question, the counsel and the Recorder can assiet each other in 
aeciding ana thns perhaps save the necessity of a detatied exam- 
ination of the separate papers. So far as that cannot be done, 
the board will examine the papers separately and determine.

GENERAL SHERIDAN’S REPORT. 


In his annual report to the General of the Army, 
Lieutenant Gen P. H. Sheridan sets forth at con- 


division is entirely inadequate to perform the duties it 
hasin hand. He says: eet 

No other army in the world has such a difficult line 
to keep in order, and no army of modern times has 
had euch an amount of work put upon the same num- 
ber of men. In all other countries it is the system to 
establish garrisons of not less than a regiment or a 
brigade, while we have, for the performance of simi- 
lar duties, only one or two companies. With us regi- 
ments are rarely, if ever, together. The posts are 
generally garrisoned by one, two or four companies, 
who are expected to hold and guard against one of the 
most acute and wary foes in the world a space of land 
that in any other country would be held by a brigade. 
To do this requires sleeplessness, watchfulness, great 
activity and energy, and I am gratified to know, as a 
general thing, our officers possess those soldierly 
qualities. 

The General sets apart a large portion of his report 
to the discussion of the Indian question. He says: 

The situation in this respect is wholly unsatisfac- 
tory. The Indian Department, owing to want of suffi- 
cient appropriations, or from wretched mismanage- 
ment, has given to the settlements in the Western 
country constant anxiety during the last year, and in 
some places loss of life and luss of property, attendea 
with dreadful crimes and cruelties. There has been 
au insufficiency of food at the agencies, and, as the 
game is gone, hunger has made the Indians in some 
vases desperate, and almost any race of men will fight 
rather than starve. It seems to me, with wise man- 
agement, that the amount appropriated by Congrese 
ought to be sufficient, if practically applied to the ex- 
act purposes specified, and if the supplies are regu- 
larly delivered. But the reports of the regiment com- 
manders, forwarded herewith, would indicate a 
different result, except in the case of the Red Cloud 
and Spotted Tail bands of Sioux, who, although 
threatening in their conduct, have been the best sup- 
plied and have been humored until their increasing 
insolence constantly threatens to bring about a breach 
of the peace. 

I had hoped that the agencies of these Indians would 
have been retained oa the Missouri River, where they 
could have been fed and looked after at compar itively 
small expense, but this would not have suited the tra- 
ders and contractors, who, I fear, labored systemati- 
cally last summer and fall to work up the result which 
has been obtained, and now these Indians are on worse 
ground than the Missouri River bottom, and located at 
points beyond the river lines of transportation—for in- 
stance, Red Cloud’s band, where the expense of feed- 
ing will be probably five times as great as on the Mis- 
souri River. In addition these Indians are now 
located near the line of travel to the Black Hills, and 
are op the extreme western limit of their reservation, 
and where contact wiih the whites is liable to fre- 
quently occur, and I doubt if in the present frame of 
mind of the Red Cloud Indians the two races can live 
so closely together without fighting. There does not 
seem to be now, and there never has been, much 
steadiness in the management of the Indians, and if it 
were not for the results which so severely involve the 
military this would be none of my business and would 
not be mentioned here. 


The General reviews the condition of the Indians ten 
years ago and the causes leading to their present un- 
happy state. He says: 

‘The outbreaks among the savage tribes will cer- 
tainly go on unless wise measures are adopted to pre- 
vent them. Already there have been engagements 
with the Kiowas, Comanches, Cheyennes, Nez 
Percés, Bannocks and Shoshones. The Crows will 
come in next; the Assinaboines and Gros Ventres and 
wild tribes north of the Missouri will be obliged to 
follow. Spotted Tail’sand Red Cloud’s people will be 
driven to the same conditions eventually, and so on 
down to the tribes in the western part of the Indian 
Territory. To prevent or even avert the calamity 
which may occur we are entirely unprepared, for with- 
out exposing other important points we can collect to- 
gether but a few hundred men. For instance, at Fort 
dill and vicinity to meet the Kiowas, Comanches, 
Apaches and others ‘located in the Indian Territury, 
numbering 3,000 or 4,000, we have not more than 300 
effective men. At Fort Reno, to guard the Cheyennes 
and Arapahoes, numbering 5,000 or 6,000, we have not 
exceeding 200 effective men. At Red Cloud Agency, 
where there aie at least 6,000 Indians, we have only 
two companies and could not in ten days collect over 
five or six hundred men. At Spoited Tail we have 
only two companies, numbering 119 men, and it would 
take two weeks to get all the troops we could muster, 
and they would not number much more than 500 or 


than 7,000 and so on.

appalling, and I wish to warn the General] of the Army 
that we have not half the troopy required to meet 
these anticipated troubles.

(Correspondence of the Army and Navy Journal.) 
JUDGE-ADVOCATES, 


THE matter of having a corps of hired prosecutors in 
the Army bas been conside'ed by many officers as of 
more than doubtful proprietv. In ante-bellum times 
matters went on very amoothlv in the Bureau of Mili- 
tary Justice, which consisted of one judge-advocate of 
the Army. When a General Court-martial was neces- 
sary some officer of acknowledged ability was ap- 
pointed the judge-advocate of the court. The officer 
thus selected considered that he had to do bis whole 
duty by the Government in the prosecution of the case, 
but he was careful to see that the accused person was 
protected iv all his rights. Thie obtained with the 
trials of enlisted men as well as of officers. There were 
officers in the Army who were intelligent men, good 
lawyers, and-above all, perfectly fair men. De Hart 
and O'Brian, and Jones, all captains of artillery, could 
manage any case, no matter how intricate, as well, if 
not better, than any lawyers who could possibly be 
found in the country to conduct a military case. 

When Congress deemed it advisable to give the Army 
a corps of so-called military justice, it was not sup- 
posed that a radical change in the manner of trial of 
soldiers or officers was to be inaugurated. Our Army 
had suddenly become enormously large, and of course 
A great many trials for military misdemeanors had to 
be expected. and there appeared to bea necessity for 
a class of officers who were entirely unnecessary in a 
small army and in time of peace. 

Some, if not all, of the officers of the so-called Bureau 
of Military Justice, appear to think it necessary for 
their own reputatidns to make out a case against any 
officer or man who is tried. and the privileges and rights 
of the accused are denied thera as far as they can pre- 
vail upon the court to accede to their witches. In the 
case of a lieut‘enant who was brought before a court in 
1874, at one of our western posts, the judge-advocate 
absolutely refused to summon one or more witnesses 
whom the accused asked for in his defence, giving no 
reason for his refusal We are glad to be able to say 
that all of the officers in the Bureau are not of that sort. 

In the case of Fi'z Jobn Porter, the officers of the 
Army and the people of the country, generally, will 
acquiesce in any decision that the investigating court 
may arrive at. They are not prejudiced in favor of or 
against Gen. Porter, but they desire that he shall have 
a fair chance to remove the stigma now attached to his 
name. This is just what Major Gardner evidently does 
not. wish. 

I left out five after forty in the article about filling 
the retired list, referred to by your correspondent of 
last week.
